him out. The man she saw watting 
in the line before the mailing window 
two days before Christmas with, the 
poison package in his hand had pe- 
culiar and striking features, she says, 
and adds that she will remember them 
clearly for years.

General Molineux, the prisoner's fath- 
er, referred several months- ago when 
he said that the defense had a new 
•witness who would give sensational 
evidence which would not only clear 
his son, but implicate some one else. 
Her name is closely guarded. 


District Attorney 
Osborne, when 


asked what effect this woman's testi- 


mony, if she tells her story, 
would 


have, said: 


'•It will depend on whether or not 


the jury believe her. 
If the defense 


has such a witness I do not under- 
stand why they have not called her." 


In addition to this woman, the de- 


fense has several entirely new wit- 
nesses, who may be called on to tes- 
tify. 
One new witness, who has nev- 


er been publicly heard from before, 
has come forward in Newark with a 
story of having seen the bearded man 
who bought the bottle of bromo- seltz- 
er and the silver bottleholder in New- 
ark December 21, 1898.

F. Hopkins, of 81 Chambers street. 
His story has been told to the 
law- 


yers for Molineux and they have seen 
his affidavit, and unless they feel cer- 
tain of the acquital af their client 
without calling new -witnesses 
they 


will place him on the 
stand.

Hopkins says that, be saw the man 
three times under particular circum- 
stances, which he explains in his affi- 
davit, and says that if ever he sees 
him again he will be able to ider.tify 
him.

The bonds if] 
thow cany 4 per cent interest w j u l d i 
commanJ about 90 in the open market!

FULL TEXT 


Of the Platform Adopted 


at the Democratic 
State Convention. 


In state convention assembled, we, 


the Democrats or Ohio, Hereby ac- 
knowledge and declare our continued 
allegiance to the Democratic party of 
the nation and on. national issues re- 
affirm and endorse the principles laid 
down in its last national 
platform 


adopted' at Kansas City, and wnich 
was fully and aoiy represented in the 
presidential campaign 
of 1900 by 


William Jennings Bryan. 
Regarding 


those principles as opposed to im- 
perialism and colonialism, as opposed 
to government by injunction,, as op- 
posed to trusts and 
trust-fostering 


tariffs, as opposed to financial mo- 
nopoly and as opposed to all 
other 


legalized monopolies and privileges, 
v,e condemn every effort to repudiate 
or ignore them. 


In state and municipal affairs we 


pledge our party to a faithful appli- 
cation of those Democratic principles, 
to the end that the burdens _of iaxa- 
tion may b« equalized and home rule 
and local self-government be estab- 
lished and preserved. 


REPUBLICANS ARRAIGNED. 


Under the long continued control of 


the Republican party in this state, 
monopoly has been fostered, and pro- 
tected; the farmer and the 
small 


home owners have been 
burdened 


with excessive taxes that the bene- 
ficiaris and favorites of that party 
might be permitted to escape their 
just share of the public burdens; our 
public institutions have been, waste- 
fully and inefficiently managed and in 
tliem scandalous and cruel wrongs 
have been practiced 
upon the de- 


fenseless wards of the state; 
the 


farmers and small shippers continue 
to suffer from unjust discrimination 
at the hands of unregulated monopo- 
ly; the fine system of municipal gov- 
ernment has been wrecked and the 
credit of cities 
destroyed, 
thereby 


producing a spirit of insecurity an-J 
unrest in all public affairs. The peo- 
ple can no longer trust the adminis- 
tration of their 
affairs to a party 


thus recklessly devoted to interests 
adverse to the public welfare. As a 
more specific statement of our prin- 
ciples upon these and other public 
question we declare: 


TAXABLE PROPERTY. 


1. That all taxaoie property should 


be appraised by assessing boards 
which should be in session for 
at 


least a part of each, year and whose 
proceedings and deliberations should 
be open to the public: that power be 
given to employ a representative to 
present the interests of the public In 
hearings before these boards and that 
in making assessments all property 
should be appraised at not less ihan 
its saleable value. 


2. That the present laws for as- 


sessing the property of steam rail- 
roads and other public service cor- 
porations should be so changed as to 
compel the assessment of those pro- 
perties at not less than their saleable 
value as going concerns and to pre- 
vent their evasion of just taxation. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


S. That to prevtnt evasion of state'. 


taxes by discriminating Valuations, a 
separation of the sources of state and 
5oca! revenues should be made. And 
to that end. we heartily endorse the 
consti!«t2onal anisndinent now pend- 
ing before the people and to be rated 
on next year, which will permit class- 
ifications of taxable property. 


4. That all public service corpora 


tions should be required by law to 
make sworn public reports and tbat 
the power of visitation and examina- 
tion over such corporations shoal-3 b* 
given to the proper auditing officers 
to the e'ad that the true ralne of the 
privileges had by s-Jrh corporations 
may be made plain to the people. 


FREE PASSES. 


5. That the 
acceptance of 
free 


passes or other favors from railroads 
by ptiblic officers or employes should 
be adequate ground for their removal 


from office. 


6. That the denial tf the'right of 


free speech and1 peaceable' persuasion 
in times of labor disturbances is s 
denial of the right of 
free speech, 


and that government by injunction* if 
persisted in, will wreck the liberties 
of the people. 


MUNICIPAL CODE. 
' ' 


7. That we demand thie enactment 


of a code which provides absoluta 
home rule for municipalities whicn 
shall include the right to establish 
the merit system with civil service 
under which that system, as now in 
use in fire and police 
departments 


may be strengthened and 
perfected 


and be extended to other municipal 
departments particularly to water and 
lighting plants now operated by mu- 
nicipalities and to street car and all 
public service plants that may here- 
after be established under municipal 
ownership and operation, 


HANNA, COX AND FORAKER. 
8. That we condemn the 
vicious 


and corrupt bargain between the boss 
of Cincinnati and Ohio's United States 
Senators to force through the legis- 
lature a code that will foist upon 
ihe municipalities of Ohio Cincinna- 
ti's form of government in order that 
the power of its boss may be pre- 
served on one hand and on the other 
band will perpetuate existing street 
railway franchises which Ohio's Unit- 
ed States Senators represent. - 


9. That the municipal code should 


protect the public against all clauses^ 
which may be clandestinely 
placed 


therein In the special interest of pub- 
lic service monopolies by requiring 
that all ordinances granting, renew- 
ing, extending or 
modifying 
fran- 


chises shall be inoperative until con- 
firmed by a majority vote of the peo- 
ple of the municipality, and we are 
unalterably opposed to the 
granting 


of any perpetual franchises. 


SENATORIAL NOMINATIONS. 


10. That until United States sena- 


tors are required by amendment to 
the federal constitution to be elected 
by popular vote nominations of candi- 
dates for United States senator should 
be made by state conventions.

THE CRIPPLE'S FRIEND 


Methods of Professor Lorenz 


Described by a Pupil. 


MOST ATTENTIVE TO THE POOB, 


Dr. Max Schnplro, Who Studied Un- 


der (lie Viennese Sargeou, Say* He 
Will Hot Allow the Needy to Be 
Slighted—How the Work !• Done 
nt H1»;O,WB (Olnic. 
Drt Mhi'Schapfro of Baltimore will: 


entertain Professor Lorenz, the famous 
orthopedic surgeon, when be visits that 
cityi'says the Philadelphia Press. Dr. 
Seljapiro studied at Vienna under Dr. 
Lof,enz, being with him for more than 
two .years. He gives the following ac- 
count of the method he uses at his 
clinic: 


"Since 1890 Dr. Lorenz has used the 


knife only in exceptional cases. He 
never employed it, however, to the ex- 
tent that other ortbapedic surgeons do. 
Fifteen years ago he had a clinic -with 
Professor Albert, a Vienna surgeon, 
but more recently he has established a 
clinic of his own. Heie he and his as- 
sistants treat a great number of pa- 
tients. They come to him from all parts 
of the World, some with means and 
some without, but they all receive the 
game attention. None of his assistants 
touches a deformed person without 
first consulting him. 


"At his clinic in Vienna the hours be- 


tweenT.0 and -12 o'clock in the morning 
are for poor people, and often the num- 
ber Awaiting amounts to 100 or more. 
Dr. L-orenz is very particular about the 
poor and will not permit them to be 
Blighted. 


"So much has appeared in the news- 


papers about his treatment of hip dis- 
locations that the impression exists 
that this is the only deformity treated 
by him. Tais is not the case. Every 
branch of orthopedic surgery receives 
the same attention. Straightening oat 
bowed legs and adjusting club feet are 
operations more common with him than 
reductions of hip dislocations. 


"His manner of treating deformities 


depends upon the nature of the malady 
and the age of the afflicted person. In 
cases of children less than twelve or 
fourteen years old working with the 
hands is almost the exclusive remedy. 
He examines the limb carefully to see 
if the bone has lost its flexibility, and 
if it has not the deformity presents 
few difficulties, although an immense 
amount of hard work is necessary. If 
the patient is older, machinery is very 
often employed, and Dr. Lorenz's clin- 
ic is filled with some very original 
contrivances, each designed for a par- 
ticular purpose. 


"In cases of club feet the tendons are 


kneaded, the 'surgeon and his assist- 
ants using all their strength to loosen 
up the drawn tendons. After the work 
has been thoroughly done, sometimes 
overdone, for it is necessary to get the 
tendons in _sueh a -condition that the 
foot can be readily bent, n cast ia used, 
and at the end of a few weeks, when 
it is removed, the foct is perfectly 
straight. 


"Oilier persons 2nd the operation se- 


vere. Their btino-? are of courso firm, 
and manipulations ha\ c no effect. Ma- 
chinery is then used, after the patient 
has been chloroformed. When legs are 
badly bowed, it is sometimes necessary 
to crack the bone before the limb can 
be straightened. In hip dislocations an 
operation is necessary when the de- 
formed person has reached forty years. 


"When the deformity is very serious, 


the plaster cast is worn for six months. 
Attlie end of that time the dislocated 
bone is firmly bound by the tendons 
which normally keep a limb in its prop- 
er position." 


Dr. Scbapiro said that no time has 


been fixed for Dr. Lorenz's visit to 
Baltimore. 


MYSTERIOUS EYE DISEASE. 


It la Contracted From House Dnat 


and Destroys Sight. 


The physicians of McKinley hospital 


at Trenton, N. J., have noticed recently 
a peculiar Form of' eye disease con- 
tracted from "house dust in one case 
destroying the sight of an eye, says the 
Xew York Times. 


A few days ago Mrs. Isaac Cooper 


was in the cellar of her home directing 
her servants hi cleaning it oat She 
took a dust brush from a servant and 
used it herself on some dust Immedi- 
ately after she felt an itching of the 
.left eye, rubbed it and the eye became 
very much inflamed. It grew rapidly 
worse, and her husband, Dr. Cooper, 
sent her to. Trenton to the hospital, 
where, despite all that could be done, 
the sight left the eye, and Dr; Vischer, 
a specialist from Philadelphia, was 
summoned. Apparently nothing touch- 
es the disease, and the specialist says 
the sight is gone forever.

The physicians are puzzled over the 


case; which is similar to that of other 
patients received during October, all 
of whom had been dusting their homes.

GREAT COALING WHARF 


Put a pinch of bicarbonate of soda 


in the water when boiling salmon. 
This makes it a beautiful red color.

ing frequently. 


"When gravy is being made from 


roast veal, lamb, beef or chicken, use 
milk instead of water added to the 
brown drippings left in the pan after 
the fat has been poured off.

cooks pour over it a sauce made from 
fresh or canned tomatoes In which 
garlic is chopped. It is then baked un- 
til the flesh of the fish flakes, admitting 
the sauce.

For a quick cake beat until thick 


four eggs; add four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, half a cupful of flour, a little 
cinnamon and lemon rind; beat well 
and spread on a baking pan; bake in 
quick oven and cut at once. 


Cooking teachers say. that the Ingre- 


dients for pancakes, fritters and the 
like should be mixed fully two hours 
before the batter is needed. This, they 
explain, gives the flour a chance to 
swell, and the batter is better and 
more wholesome.

Plant and Shed Will Unload Coal 


From Colllern, Store It and Rcdc- 
livcr It to Battleships at the Rate 
of Tiro Hundred Tons Pd- Hoar. 


* 
Quarter* For the Workmen. 
Over at the Puget sound navy yard a 


piece of construction work is being car- 
ried on by a bridging and dredging 
company that is full of Interest in It- 
self as'an example of the latest move 
in modern engineering methods and 
also significant in its magnitude cf the 
place which the government foresees 
for the Bremerton yard among the na- 
val stations of the country, says the 
Seattle Times. The work consi&ts of 
the construction of a coaling wharf 
and storage shed adapted to unloading 
coal brought to the wharf by colliers, 
storing it until it is wanted and then 
redeliverlng it to the warships at the 
rate of 200 tons per hour. The entire 
structure, including the coaling plant 
and the wharf beyond, will have a 
length of approximately 1,300 feet, or 
nearly a quarter of a mile. This will 
bring the end of the wharf into thirty 
feet of water at low tide and will make 
It possible to coal the largest battle- 
ships In the navy at any time. 


When this plant Is completed, the 


Puget sound yard will not only be 
highly efficient, but its advantage over 
Mare Island in lower cost of mainte- 
rance will be even more conspicuous 
than it is now, for while at Mare Is- 
land the government is under continual 
expense in keeping open the ship chan- 
nels which the shifting bottom of the 
harbor as continually strives to close 
In Puget sourd the conditions are such 
that permanent improvements in wid- 
ening and deepening the channels are 
so in fact as well as in name. 


The new plant will be at the western 


end of the navy yard, about 100 yards 
east of the boundary. It will consist of 
two principal parts, the storage shed 
and coaling plant, which -nill be 620 
feet in length from the shore end, and 
the wharf, which will extend for G50 
feet beyond the outer end of the shed. 
The shed or storage plant will be di- 
vided into bins of suitable size for 
handling coal easily and quickly and 
will be connected with the outer wharf 
by an electric car system. The shed 
will be 92 feet wide, 55 feet high and 
620 feet long, with a total storage ca- 
pacity of 22,000 long tons. The wharf 
where the actual coaling operations 
will be carried on will be supplied with 
two movable steel towers which will 
operate along the outer 350 feet of the 
wharf, leaving about 300 feet of trestle 
carrying the car tracks from the main 
shed to the outer wharf. The towers 
will be eighty feet in height and will 
have arms or booms of sixty feet in 
length that can be swung out over the 
deck of a collier. In coaling a warship 
the coal will be run through chutes 
from bins at the end of the wharf di- 
rectly into the bunkers of the ship. 


For 350 feet along the coaling wharf 


a channel will be dredged 100 feet 
wide, 350 feet long and 30 feet deep. 
The material secured by the dredging 
will be used to fill in under the storage 
shed, with the results that the shed will 
be put practically on solid ground. 


As soon as the contract was signed 


the contractors began the work of 
preparation for carrying on the work 
by the most improved methods of con- 
struction. Buildings were erected near 
the scene of the work, and a little colo- 
ny of workmen moved in and took pos- 
session. Sleeping quarters and a mess- 
house were built for the men, a general 
office building for the company and an 
office for the government inspector, to- 
gether with a power house and shop 
building. Everything possible is being 
done by machinery. The plant for driv- 
ing the 5,000 piles that will be re- 
quired is made of two land pile drivers 
with double drum engines and 3,000 
pound hammers and two floating pile 
drivers of heaviest construction. 


For building the shed a timber tower 


Sixty feet in height has been erected, 
equipped with a four spool bridge 
erecting engine. The equipment also 
Includes a steam cut off saw for cut- 
ling and squaring all timbers used in 
construction, an air compressing plant 
Which will furnish power for driving 
all wood boring tools and air hammers 
for driving spikes. The materials to be 
used will include 3,500,000 feet of Pu- 
get sound fir, 5,000 piles and 500 tons 
of iron and steeL 


For providing suitable quarters for 


the men the contractors have built two 
houses, one to be used as sleeping quar- 
ters and the other for the kitchen and 
dining halL The building used for the 
living rooms Is 24 by 108 feet and Is 
partitioned Into rooms 8 by 9 feet with 
two berths in a room. Through the ccn- 
i 


ter of the building runs "a corridor 
whic^i will be supplied with stoves or 
wjme form of heating apparatus and 
trill be used by the men as a place of i 
assembly during the winter evenings. 
Tte cookhoBse and dining room are j 
contained la a building 20 by 56 feet 
The dining room has twelve tables, : 
w!U> accommodations for JOO men.

RECLAIMING OF MANILA. 


Governor Tcft'n Measure* to Prevent 


Further Epidemics. 


Governor Taft and the health board 


of Manila, according to official reports 
to the war department at Washington, 
have agreed to a comprehensive plan 
for reclaiming the city of Manila from 
the unsanitary conditions which prevail 
there, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. The experience during the past 
few months in controlling the epidemic 
of cholera has satisfied the American 
authorities that only the most rigorous 
measures will suffice to protect Manila 
from 
pestilence 
whenever occasion 


arises. It has been decided that build- 
ings which are Insanitary must come 
down and be removed, the low places 
in the city are to be filled in. suitable 
sewerage is to1 be insisted on, walls are 
to be built to h613 back tide water and 
new buildings will&e permitted only in 
compliance with strict regulations as 
to plumbing and construction which 
will insure healthful conditions. 


It is estimated that when the build- 


ings in the slums of the city are torn 
down over 40,000 people will have to 
be moved out into temporary camps. 
Governor Taft announces that he will 
do this and have the people carefully 
looked after in their temporary quar- 
ters. 


Captain McGregor, the city engineer, 


has taken part in the conferences and 
gives it as his opinion that it will be 
necessary to fill in over the whole site 
of the city in order to secure the grades 
that will make it possible to drain the 
streets and houses and accomplish such 
sanitary conditions. The cost will be 
large. It Is estimated that the reclama- 
tion of the San Nicolas beach will cost 
at least §500,000.

The Mad Mollal), against whom an- 


other punitive expedition of British 
troops fs about to be started In Somali- 
land, in northeast Africa, lias long been 
an object of suspicion by the war of- 
fice, says the London correspondent of 
the New York World. He and bis fol- 
lowers have opposed the development 
of the interior of Somaliland and have 
constantly stirred up strife by raiding 
and looting tribes which were under 
British protection. Early last spring 
he raided tribes within eighteen miles 
of Burao, and this despite the presence 
of a British garrison, which wns pow- 
erless to effect anything against the 
mollah's rapidly moving force. 


General Manning arrived at Aden a 


few days ago and at once began to 
rush trained troops to Somaliland. It 
Is believed that Mad Mollah has a 
force of from 12,000 to 15,000 men, 
many of whom are well armed and 
mounted. The British cannot prompt- 
ly put anything like as large a force 
as that in the field, but expect to send 
there a brigade (3,000 or 4,000 men) of 
troops from India. 


Tne mollah has been preaching the 


jehad or holy war and has thus gained 
a considerable following of Moslems 
crazed with religious fervor. 
By his 


preaching he has gained such an in- 
fluence over the tribesmen that he was 
proclaimed mahdi by the Mussulmans 
and immediately started a Mohamme- 
dan uprising. 


Numerous "mad" mollahs have been 


heard from in the last decade, the 
most prominent one hitherto being a 
warrior in Afghanistan. A mollah is 
a Mohammedan priest or prophet, and 
a particularly fanatical one easily ac- 
quires the title of "mad" mollah. The 
Mad Mollah operating In Somaliland 
is known to his followers as Haji Mu- 
hammad Abdullah and belongs to the 
Habr Sueliman Ogaden tribe. He mar- 
ried into the Dolbahanta All Gherl, 
among whom he now lives at Kob 
Fardod, a village inhabited by rnol- 
lahs, a day's march east of Kerritt 
and about 170 miles from Berbera, So- 
maliland. He Is a man in the prime 
of life, dark colored, tall and thin, and 
has a small goat's beard. He has made 
several pilgrimages to Mecca, and 
while there attached himself to the 
sect of Muhammad Sallh, whose dep- 
uty he claims to be in Somaliland. 


This mollab is of humble origin, but 


gifted with considerable intelligence 
and cunning. He claims to have been 
commanded to preach the Jehad 
through a divine inspiration. During 
the time h<5 was inciting his followers 
to rebellion against the British author- 
ity they demanded of him some evi- 
dence of Ms miraculous power. Hav- 
ing the night before seen a warship 
flashing its searchlights, be summoned 
his followers to the beach at night, 
and, fortunately for him, the warship 
flashed its searchlights over the shore, 
illuminating the country for a great 
distance. 
The mollah at once pro- 


claimed it as testimony sent direct by 
Mohammed from Mecca. 


This so impressed the tribesmen that 


they will follow the mollah blindly 
anywhere. He has distributed among 
his followers pink colored rice, which 
he has assured them so long as they 
fight in the holy war will render thefr 
persons and horses invulnerable agailfet 
the bullets of the infidels. 
He is a 


past master in Intrigue, and by prom- 
ises and gifts and by arranging mar- 
riages between his followers and other 
tribes he has gained a considerable 
following. 


The difficulties which will confront 


any large force organized by General 
Manning will be by no means incon- 
siderable. 
There is no definite ob- 


jective. Tita mollah and his followers 
have no fixed place of abode, but usual- 
ly live in the villages of tribes they 
have raided. 
Much of the mollah's 


wealth consists of herds of camels and 
flocks of sheep and goats, and it Js 
the idea of striking and destroying 
these that the expedition will have In 
mind. Army officers believe the mol- 
lah and his followers will always be 
found near the grazing grounds of 
these herds. 


Before any effective work ran be 


done the force must cross a strip of 
waterless desert known as the Hand, 
200 miles In breadth. Except at the 
coast, no food supplies other than meat 
can be obtained. The only method of 
transportation for supplies, aflitnunl- 
:ion, military stores, etc.. is by camel. 
involving a cJi.-nb from tlie coast to a 
\ast inland plateau soiae 6.000 feet 
alwrre the s«i level.

Cause of His Death Has Not Been Determined- 


Doctors Do Not Agree—The End Came 


Early Monday Morning. 


Ex-Prosecuting Attorney Thomas W. 


Philipps died in his room, No. 7, on 
the third floor above R. C. Bigbee's 
Lost Run saloon, about three o'clock 
Monday morning after an Illness of 
about eight hours, the cause of his 
death being a matter upon which tihere 
is some dispute.

called in, who administered medical 
aid, calling Dr. A. S. Barnes in consul- 
tation about 9 o'clock. 


There were no changes in the condi- 


tion of the patient until 
12 o'clock, 


when -Mrs. Frederick telephoned to Dr. 
S. D. McClure, who "came immediately.

The morphine it was learned, was 


purchased from Bricker's 
drug store 


last Friday by Mr. Philipps. He go 
10 grains of the powder, which he said 
he wanted to put on a sore foot. 


The aconite was purchased by Mrs 


Frederick about two weeks ago also 
at Bricker's and was used by her in 
family sickness. 


Coroner, Scott J. Evans was notifiec 


of the death and after viewing the re 
mains were turned over to Undertaker 
James McGonagle who prepared them 
for burial- 


Thomas Wendell Philipps was born 


in the Welsh Hills northwest of New 
ark 51 years ago. He attended Deni 
son university, but completed his edu 
cation at Wooster 
graduating 
from 


that institution. For some years after 
leaving college he was principal of the 
Newark High school, afterwards being 
admitted to the bar, his legal career 
having been" spent 
in Newark. He 


served one term as Prosecuting Aittor 
ney, 
and was re-elected for a second 


serving nearly two years, or until las 
February, when he resigned and J. R
